Mr Ede decided on o general re- 
pricevo for ol! murderers’ either 
under the death sentence or sub- 
sequently sentenced to denth after 
the House of Commons approved a 
trial abolition: of capital punish- 
ment for five years as part of the 
penal reform bill. ° 


The decision was almost un- 
animously condemned by the na- 
tion's press and public opinion polls 
because of the postwar increase in 
murders. When ‘the. bill reached 
the House of Lords last week, the 
Upper House restored the death

London, June 10.—The Fuel 
Minister, Mr -Hugh Gaitskell, 
warned today that tho falling 
coal production and ‘increased

He told a Press conference: “T 
must warn you that we aro at o 
critical moment {in our affairs. 
Achievement of the coal export 
programme is in the balance and 
nothing but sustained effort on the 
part of all concerned can bring -us 
through. a 

“Though the open’ cast output 
had been higher, deepmined output 
had been below- what we had hoped 
and wanted. Tho result is that wo 
are now getting behind in our pro- 
gress toward the 1048 target for 
the dcepmined output of 200,000,- 
000 tons. 

THE ALTERNATIVES 

“If we cannot reach tho target we 
shall hove elther to cut home con- 
sumption or reduce our export pro- 
framme. If- we have to . reduce 
exports !t would be bad because of 
the effect on our long term exe 
porting prospects,” ° 

He satd that coal production has 
been more than 100,000 tons ao week 
short of the goal. The export target 
alone Is 360,000 tons o week for the 
rest of the year. ‘

Immigration officints, however, 
coneeded that the actual number 
of Chinese who came. into Siam 
must be very much larger. They 
snid that most- of these illegal 
Immigrants entered Siam through 
Indo-Chinas The press campaign 
ngainst ilegol immigrants followed 
the recent arrival of more than 
1,000 Chinese passengers by the 
ship “Tal Posan” from * Swatow. 
These passengers had no passports, 
or’ permits to enter Siam. 

‘TO BE SENT BACK 
“It was reported that these 
Chinese passengers had intended to 
Iond in Indo-China 
therefore, brought them to Bang- 
kok, They are held by tho authori- 
ties at the island of Koh Sichang, 
at the mouth of the Bangkok river. 
The Siamese authorities will even- 
{ually send them back to China, 
but, pending the necessary ship- 
ping arrangements, they are faced 
With the task of providing these 
ene thousand people with living 
guarters ond food. 4 : 

Siamese publle health authorities 
are also alarmed by the’ arrival of 
these immigrants from China. They 
fear that this “unwashed humani- 
ty” might have brought with them 
cholera germs which might cause 
an epidemic here, 

According to the Siamese press, 
large numbers of Chinese from 
Yunnan have been coming into Slam 
across Burma and the Lao states of 
northern ‘Indo-China and the 
Sinmese immigration authorities 
have not been able to do anything
